Antenatal  Clinics 

It  is  now  County  policy  that  antenatal  cases  should  be  cared  for  as 
far  as  possible  by  their  own  doctor.  Clinics  are  available. however , 
at  which  expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  regularly  in 
order  to  meet  the  midwife,  receive  health  education  and  carry 
out  antenatal  exorcises  under  the  direction  of  a physiotherapist.

the  month  at  2 p.m. 

Recreation  Road,  Bromsgrove  - open  every  Monday  at  2 p.m.

Midwifery  (Section  23) 


The  services  of  a County  midwife  are  available  v/ithout  charge  to 
care  for  mothers  during  pregnancy^  confinement  and  for  a period 
of  ten  days  afterwards.  She  should  be  booked  as  early  as  possible 
in  order  to  receive  adequate  instruction  for  the  confinement. 

Visits  are  paid  to  the  home  and  examinations  carried  out  monthly 
in  co-operation  with  the  doctor j who  will  arrange  hospital 
consultations  if  necessary.  Free  dental  treatment  is  available 
during  this  period  and  may  be  arranged  through  the  County  Dental 
Officer. 

Health  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing  (Sections  24  and  23 

After  the  first  ten  days  ths  Health  Visitor  takes  over  responsibiliy 
for  the  care  of  thei.baby  from  the  midwife.  She  is  a trained  nurse 
who  has  received  additional  instruction  in  child  care,  maintenance 
of  health  and  prevention  of  disease?  and  is  able  to  offer  guidance 
to  the  mother  until  the  child  goes  to  school.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  premature  babies  and  those  placed  for  adoption  or  v/ith 
foster  parents.  The  Health  Visitor  also  acts  as  school  nurae  and 
being  an  experienced  medico-social  worker  is  able  to  give  advice 
to  the  adult  members  of  the  family  on  personal  problems  related  to 
physical  or  mental  ill-health. 

The  District  Hurse  is  available  to  act  on  the  instructions  of  the 
general  practitioners  or  hospital  and  when  a patient  is  discharged 
to  make  arrangements  for  domiciliary  care.  She  carries  out  nursing 
procedures  and  may  be  called  upon  in  an  emergency.  In  most  instances 
the  District  Nurse  is  also  the  MidxTife  and  acts  as  Health  Visitor  but 
in  urban  areas  it  is  sometimes  more  convenient  to  split  their  duties.

Requests  for  hospital  cars  should  he  made  to  the  County  /imhulance  Officer ^ 
who  will  decide  v/hether  this  form  of  transport  is  suitable « Patients 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are  conveyed  to  hospital  in  special 
ambulances. 

Prevention  of  Illness9  Care  and  After  Care  (Section  28) 

Convalescent  care  is  provided  for  children  and  adults  not  requiring 
treatment o This  type  of  recuperative  holiday  is  frequently  recommended 
and  persons  are  required  to  contribute  according  to  their  means.  Medical 
comforts  depots  are  maintained  in  various  parts  of  the  County  by  the 
Stc  John  ihnbulancc  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  Requests 
for  nursing  equipment,  such  as  bedpans,  pulleys,  hoists,  etc,,  should 
bo  made  to  the  district  Nurse  or  County  Health  Department, 

Persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  may  be  assisted  in  many  ways. 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  work  from  the  Chest  Clinic  and  'will  assist 
patients  to  make  the  best  use  of  services  available.  Occupational 
therapy  is  available  for  patients  suffering  from  lengthy  illnesses  or  who 
are  undergoing  prolonged  convalescence, 

A chiropody  scheme  is  now  in  operation  for  aged  and  handicapped  persons, 
and  is  being'  extended,  A Health  Education  Officer  has  also  been  a'ppointed 
to  provide  instruction  on  health  matters  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  illness. 
This  is  particularly  importa,nt  in  relation  to  accidents  in  the  home,  food 
hygiene  and  cancer. 

Domestic  Help  (Section  29) 

The  Home  Help  Service  has  recently  been  reorganised  by  the  County  Council 
on  an  area  basis.  Enquiries  relating  to  the  Rural  District  should  be 
Otddressed  to  - Mrs,  A.  Eriend,  Area  Organiser,  Royal  George  Buildings, 
Hanbury  Street,  DroiEwich.  The  service  provides  domestic  help  for  the 
aged,  in  sickness  and  for  maternity  cases  during  confinement. 

Monta,!  Health  (Section  3l) 

The  Mental  Health  Service  has  been  expanded  to  deal  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Mental  Heath  ^xct  1959*  The  Act  abolishes  the  terxii  mental  deficiency 
?nid  introduced  subnormality,  severe  subnormality,  mental  illness  and 
psychopathic  disorder.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  appointed  ??ho 
act  in  conjunction  with  approved  medical  rf ficers  and  hospital  services.

The  V/elfare  Services  are  admins tered'  by-  the.  ..felfare  Section  of  the 
Health  Department  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer »

School  Health  Service  (Education  Act  1944) 

The  County  Medical  Officer  is  also  Principal  School  Medical  Officer. 
School  Medical  Officers  visit  all  Primary  and  Secondary  schools  in 
the  district  at  regular  intcrvOols, 

Every  school  child  receives  three  medical  examinations  during  his  or 
her  school  life?  but  children  in  v/hom  abnormalities  are  detected  are 
seen  frequently.  Special  visual  acuity  aaid  colour  tests  axe  given  at 
7 - 8 years  of  age?  children  in  need  of  attention  being  referred  to  the 
School  Oculist, 

Routine  testing  of  hearing  is  no'w  carried  -out  using -a  puro-tpno 
audiometer  and  children  with  defective  hearing  are  referred  to  special 
clinics  for  further  investigation. 

The  services  of  a Speech  Therapist  are  available  and  orthopaedic 
defects  are  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Orthopaedic  Sister.  Children 
'v7ith  behaviour  disorders  or  other  problems  are  seen  at  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic,  Love’s  Grove,  Castle  Street,  Worcester, 

School  Dental  Service 

The  Dental  Health  of  all  children  in  maintained  schools  is  supervisod 
at  regular  intervals,  inspections  being  c.arried  out  on  the  premises. 
Subsequently  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  nearest  fixed  clinic, 
or  in  one  of  the  mobile  clinics  nov/  available.  Clinics  are  available 
at  Bromsgrove,  Stourport  and  Kidderminster. 

County  Analyst 

The  County  Analyst  is  available  to  examine  public  water  supplies, 
sewage  effluent,  milk,  food  and  drug  samples.  The  arrangements  for 
the  routine  sampling  of  aMl  milk  supplies  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
County  Public  Health  Inspector,

The  East  WorcGstcrshire  Waterworks  Company  are  the  statutory 
water  undertakers  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District. 

Their  supply,  is  extracted  from  six  different  boreholes  on  the  side 
of  the  Licky  Hills  and  by  the  time  the  supply  reaches  the  Rural 
District  it  is  often  mixed.  None  of  the  boreholes  provides  very 
hard  water  or  that  having  a plumbo- solvent  action. 

Fluoridation  was  commenced  about  eighteen  months  ago  and  so  far 
fluoride  levels  have  been  rather  Ioy/j  not  reaching  the  desired 
1 part  per  million  required. to  prevent  dental  caries.  A chemical

Hartlebirry  Parish  is  supplied  from  Stourbridge  by  the  North  V/est 
Worcestershire  Y/ater  Board  who  decided  in  I968  to  re-open  a local 
borehole  at  V/aresley.  The  result  of  the  Public  Enquiry  held  on 
16th  April  1968  was  recorded  in  my  I968  report.  The  water  was  not 
brought  into  service  until  December  1970 » Sampling  of  the  old  source 
of  supply  during  the  year  showed  it  to  be  satisfactory.  A sample 
of  the  nev/  supply  on  31st  December  1970  showed  it  to  be  very  hard  but 
bacteriologioally  pure. 

Fourteen  out  of  twenty-one  samples  from  shallow  wells  in  the  district 
were  reported  upon  by  the  County  Analyst  as  ’’Not  fit  for  drinking”  and 
appropriate  action  was  taken. 


2,  Sev/erage  & Sewage  Disposal 

The  Cutnall  Green  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  was  proceeded 
\7ith  during  the  year  and  is  now  in  operation.  Full  details  were

3.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  has  continued  to  operate  quite  efficiently 
?d.th  a weekly  collection  in  all  built  up  areas  and  a fortnightly  service 
in  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  District. 

By  the  beginning  of  September  1970  negotiations  had  been  completed  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  quarry  at  Hanbury  Wharf  brickworks.  A road  has 
been  laid  down  to  the  quarry  base  and  most  of  the  water  pumped  out  of 
the  marl  hole  to  the  east.

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4*  Caravans 


This  problem  has  been  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  since  the  survey  which  was  carried  out  in  I968. 
About  350  caravans  have  been  given  official  planning  permission.  In 
addition  293  unauthorised  caravans  were  dealt  with  by  the  survey  of 
which  a considerable  nmber  v/ere  found  to  be  ’stored*  or  to  have  an 
’ established  planning  use’  0 All  told  there  are  probably  about  64O 
caravans  in  the  Pi strict. 

It  is  evident  that  owners  are  quite  prepared  to  have  caravans  on  their 
land  but  not  prepared  to  set  out  sites  properly  and  bring  them  up  to 
standard.  Therefore  a‘  number  of  prosecutions  are  likely  in  the  future. 
The  Council  arc  preparing  a site  at  Haaipton  Lovett  on  land  which  used 
to  be  used  by  the  Civil  Pefence  Corps,  Demolition  contractors  are  at 
present  clearing  a nimiber  of  buildings 9 then  the  site  will  be  properly 
developed  to  take  about  fifty  caravans.

Two  meetings  of  this  Committee  were  held  at  the  Shire  Ha]l  during 
the  year.  Not  a great  deal  of  work  has  been  done  as  the -number 
of  cases  requiring  assistance  has  been  falling  annually.  Never- 
the-less,  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  do  find  cases  whose 
needs  are  outside  the  scope  of  the  statutory  bodies  and  then  turn 
to  the  Committee j whose  help  is  greatly  appreciated.
